THE IRISH PIG 


POPULATION. 


£ be report oí the Pig Industry Council 
i of Britain, mentioned eae é in our 
editorial and correspondence columns, 
requires still further consideration from 
farmers and manufacturers, It is, on the face 
of it, an alarming document. ‘‘ The Council 
views with great alarm the conditions of the 
industry.” There is cause for the alarm, A 
reduction of nearly 50 per cent. occurred in 
the killings in the first four months of the 
triennial period 1927-29, as compared with 
those of 1924-26, and of over 25 per cent. in 
the manufacture, based on the total factory 
capacities for the whole year, in the output of 
the later as against the earlier series of years. 
This reveals serious declension. It would be 
reasonable in these circumstances’ that 
Britain’s next neighbour, the Irish Free State 
(Northern Ireland is included in British 
figures), should do something to fill the gap; 
but our effort was almost negligible, as the 
trade and shipping statistics for 1929 prove. 

Taking the same triennial periods, it ap- 
pears that our export of bacor and hams for 
1924 was 77 per cent. of our 1911-14 export. 
For 1925 it was 61.5, and for 1926 was. 58.4. 
In the followins triennial period the respect ve 
firures were 60.7, 75.8, and 65.6 per cent. 
Taking the highest of these, 75.8, how do 
they compare with Denmark’? We exported 
in that vear bacon and hams value for 
£2.832.284. In that year Britain imported 
from Denmark bacon value £25.283.000 (hams 
are not quoted), and. even if we add our 
pork exports of £1,414.447, it will be seen 
that Denmark’s exnort equalled about six 
tines the total of our pig meat export. And 
even that is not the whole story. In that 
year we imnorted pig meats of over one and 
a half millions sterling; Denmark's were 
£10,000. 

It is true that our pig trade showed con- 
siderable expansion in the second of these two 
triennial periods (taken as a whole). and it 
may be urged that prgs and bacon correspond 
to swings and roundabouts. But, even if the 
takings could be looked on as equally profit- 
able. weight for weight. we should hold that 
in attempting a good balance between agricul- 
ture and industries, the agricultural industries 
(especially the bacon factory and 
creamery) shoujd ever be kept well in view. 


The Outlook in Britain. 


We realise, indeed, that neither farmer, pig 
dealer nor bacon curer can contend agatnst 
wholly adverse conditions ; or, rather, that he 
must try to come to an understanding of the 
problems they set him. But here the British 
Pig Council seem almost to have reached an 
impasse. They imply, and, indeed, go very 
near to asserting, that the industf¥ in Pritain 
lacks “‘a sound foundation.on which to bund. 
This (it goes on to say) capnot exist without 
some feeling of security that efficient pig pro- 
duction ‘will vield a reasonable profit “; and, 
as has heen already pointed out, they recom- 
mend that. the British Government shall regu- 
trol the import of foreign bacon 
ar ' pig prodncts. To that claim the present 
Minister replies with a non possumus; “* The 
restriction of imports is, of course, contrary 
to the terms of the (jeneva Convention and 
to our treaty obligations.”” With this door 
thus closed and the entrance sealed with the 
seal of the League of Nations, farmers will 
ask: Is there any other way out? 

The proposals embodied in the Agricultural 
Marketing Bill do not cover pig products, and 
e n if the schedule of the Act under which 
its scope is restricted were to he enlarged, 
we do not tiink it could easily be made to 
cover bacon and hams, — Its objectives are the 
tabling for Ministerial acceptance of schemes 
‘regulating the marketing of products ” by 
persons who are “' substantially representative 
of the persons who produce that product in 
the area to which the scheme is applicable ”’ 
That a syndicate of all the bacon factors of 
Britain could be brought within such a scheme

They publish, however, an appendix 
which, in our judgment, throws an important 
side-light on the situation, It consists of 
an extract from the Danish paper, Andels< 
bladet, containing the annual statement made 
by the chairman of the Danish Co-Operative 
Bacon. Factories last March. Based on an 
analvsis of seven factories, each showing an 
increase in the pig census, and the whole 
group having, as a result of the trading in 
1929, an increased price of 2s. 7d. per score 
in favour of the producer, the chairman 
points out one cause of this progress: 
‘Fortunately for us the pig population in 
England and Ireland has very considerably 
decreased, so that there is hardly any bacon 
production at the moment, as all the pigs can 
be sold as fresh pork at high prices.” He

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FOWL CHOLERA. 


HOW TO COMBAT IT. 


OWL cholera is a most contagious and 
F dangerous disease, which, if not 
checked. will cause grave havoc in the 
poultry yard, Its ravages are apparent among 
laving hens; those of all ages are affected, 
and more especially the younger birds. 
It is caused by the presence of a germ in 
the blood and system of the bird. Outbreaks 
very often occur on the arrival of new birds 
from contaminated stocks. le germs may 
also be carried by dogs o1 animals, or on 
the clothes or boots of people who come from 
infected ground. Wild birds, too, are active 
agents in spreading the disease, which, unless 
stringent measures are at once adopted, will 
mean the death of the majority of the fowls. 
Infection is usually due to drinking con- 
taminated water, or eating grass and other 
food which has been in contact with the drop- 
sings of: diseased birds or their decomposed

Symptoms. 


The chief outward symptoms of the disease 
are a ruffled plumage, listless attitude, Jack 
of appetite and an abnormal thirst, and, the 
most important, a yellowish diarrhaa, which 
at times may be more or less greenish, The 
comb and wattles ol affected birds will be 
either pale or dull purple in colour. Some- 
times one bird in a flock may be attacked, 
and’ may escape detection, with the result 
that the others have become infected, and 
perhaps the first signs one sees of anything 
wrong is the finding one morning of one or 
more corpses and a quantity of excrement 
about the house. The disease spreads very 
rapidly, ond cases of recovery are extremely 
rare, and in the more.virulent forms of 
cholera the victims last only from eight to 
twenty hours after the symptoms are noticed. 
These symptoms, as they are similar to those 
occurring in other poultry diseases, are not 
in themselves sufficient to determine a de- 
cision, and, indeed, cholera cannot be defi- 
nitely diagnosed except by a microscopical 
examination of the blood of affected fowls. 
Therefore, when an outbreak is suspected, 
affected birds should be isolated, one of them 
submitted for veteripary, examination, and 
immediate steps taken to disinfect the pre- 
mises. 


Prevention and Control 


Neither vaccines nor other curative treat- 
ment have given very satisfactory results in 
the effort fo~cope ‘with “this “disease, so that

the poultry-keeper's efforts should be directed 
towards preventing an outbreak and keeping 
should Thorough 


cleanliness ‘and healthy the 
poultry yard, frequent disinfection of houses 
and immediate isolation of suf. 
ferers are the chief precautions necessary for 
prevention. When a bird is known to have 
contracted the disease it should be destroyed 
at once without shedding blood, in which is 
the infection, and the carcase should be 
burned or buried very deeply ‘in a. bed of 
lime. All droppings found in rans or houses 
should be removed and burned. The -houses 
and runs should be disinfected with a solu- 
tion of carbolic acid, one in twenty, or it 
might be sprayed with a solution of copper 
sulphate (one pound to one gallon of water). 
This solution is poison, so the fowls should 
not have access to it. Use for the house, 
fittings, perches, nestboxes, _ etc., hot 
limewash, with either. quarter of a pound 
carbolic acid tr one pint of paraffin added to 
each gallon of the liquid. While any trace 
of the disease remains, the premises should 
be cleaned and disinfected daily, and the 
cleanings put where the fowls will not get at 
them. ‘Tincture of iron or permanganate. of 
potash in the proportion of half a teaspoonful 
to a gallon of water might be added to the 
drinking water, which, of course, should he 
always fresh; and given in clean vessels. 

When an outbreak occurs, if possible all 
healthy birds should be removed to fresli 
ground for at least six months, For this 
purpose a portable house is particularly use- 
ful, as thus the birds can be kept away in a 
pasture or stubble field on clean land, and 
until all traces of the disease have disap- 
peared from the farmyard. When leaving 
the tainted ground idle, it should first of all 
be covered with freshly burnt lime, and, 
where practicable, it should be tilled and a 
crop grown. In cases where there is no 
fresh ground available, it is advisable to kill 
off all the fowls and to give the land a rest 
for at least six months with the above means 
of -disinfection. 

Newly purchased fowls should always be 
confined in a house to themselves for about 
ten days, in case they have any signs of 
cholera, and to avoid risk of spreading it in 
the flock: ' | 

Happily, this disease is not very prevalent 
here, bet it is wise fo always guard against 
it,-as when it-dees occur it causes dreadfal 
havoc, and, moreover, it cannot. be cured, 
and is responsible for incalculable losses to’ 
poultry-keepays when, it once sets in. Other 
classes. of poultry, such as turkeys; ducks amd 
geese, are subject to another form of the 
disease, which, however, may not spread. to

NEED FOR A CONTROLLING 
BODY. 


(From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


throughout the country, I have often 

wondered what useful o%ject some of 
the fixtures serve. They do not seem to at- 
tract many new exhibitors each year, and 
exhibits of live stock, farm and garden pro- 
duce are-allowed out of the premises before 
the public have. an: opportunity of ‘seeing 
them prior to the jumping competitions. Ap- 
parently the main idea of those promoting 
such shows is to have a big. ‘‘ gate ” for the 
afternoon programme, and farmers with live 
stock and produce worth entering for. com- 
petition take little interest in the function, 
while the public regard it as purely a sport- 
ing event. 

There are other fixtures held in districts 
where farmers and townspeople alike fully 
recognise the educational value of agricu!- 
tural shows, and,support their home display 
accordingly. The difference is probably due 
to the outlook of the promoters in each case. 
One committee is anxious that farmers shall 
really learn something at the show; 
simply wants “ a good gate,”’ no ma‘ter what 
the farmer gains or loses. Such shows are 
really not deserving of the name, except that 
to some extent they act as feeders to the 
more important events. 

At a great many provincial 
catalogues proviced are extremelv sketchy. 
They con*prise a. list of mames rnd acdrecses 
only, with ro indication as to the braeding of 
cattle, sheep an“ pics. Th is very 
embarrassing to anyone irterested in pedicree 
stock, for it is. always difficult .to find how 
particular animals were bred when these are 
not. published. 

Something might be done to’ remedy this 
affairs if organisation of show 
secretaries could be formed for the whole of 
Ireland. : :

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CARE OF THE DRY. COW. 


á 
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HERE is no doubt that large numbers 
& of dairy cows fail to give the full milk 
of which theq are capable in a lactajion 
in consequence of unsuitable feeding and care 
during the preceding dry period. Too. many 
cows when dry are given merely a meagre 
ration of straw and roots in winter, or, In sum- 
mer, turned out on á pasttite already closely 
giazed by other stock. But it is too much 
to expect a cow to produce a vigorous calf, 
atid to maintain á satisfactory milk yield for’ 
lie or ten months, when she has had to sup 
port herself during a critical period on foad- 
ina:lequate beth in quantity and 
quality, 


Proper Feéding. 


It should be realised that a good dairy 
cow is really a hard-worked animal. If at 
the time of calving she is In a run-down con- 
dition che ts net “physically capable ‘of tet 
months’ efficient work asa milk producer. 
Rut proper feeding during a dry period of six 
or eight weeks prior to calving will give her 
a chance of building up a reserve to be 
drawn upon during the subsequent lactation. 

Mr. R. Boutflour, the English Ministry of 
Agriculture’s Adviser in Dairy Husbandry, is 
a great advocate of what is termed the 
‘‘ steaming-up ” process with cows soon- due 
to» calve. Cows managed according to this 
method are given, during the dry period, in 
addition to the ordinary maintenance ration, 
an allowance of concentrates increasing from 
3lb. daily at first to. 6lb. in the final week. 
There is, however, scope for individual judg- 
ment here, for not al! owncrs of-daixy herds 
approve of “steaming up.” which, in the 
experienee of some -(probably with -eows al- 
ready im good condition), lias seemed to en- 
courage udder trouble.

When to Dry Of. 


No set rule can be laid down as to the 
time cows should be dried off or the ienath 
of dvv period required. hufí a cow that has 
become thin obviously requifes a longer dry 
period than one which has maintained her 
condition. The thin cow will also need more 
attention during her dry peridéd. 

Even if the dry period occurs m summer 
and good pasturage is available, the thin. 
run-down. cow should receive a couple of 
pounds of concentrates daily, and in winter 
4-6lb. may well be given, in addition to good 
clover hay—if this is on hand. A mixture of 
crushed or grounmf barley and oats and 
crushed cotton-cake constitutes a satisfactory 
concentrate rafion. Care must be. taken, 
however, to ensure that the cow is absolutely 
dry before a substantial ration of concentrates 
such as this.is fed, or otherwise udder troubles 
may develop. 

In-the absence of clover or other legume 
hay, modern views consider it desirable to 
include minerals with the concentrate ration. 
For this purpose 6lb. of air-slaked lime, or, 
better still, 10lb. of steamed bone-flour per 
100lb.. of cake and grain fed, will be satis- 
factory.

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BIG MONTREAL FIRE.

MONTREAL, Wednesday.

i Beau Nash’s Successor. 


Ireland has many links with Bath, 
at one time seems to have been 
filled with Dubliners either of little wealth 
or revolutionary tendencies.

Derrick was often re- 
duced to terrible straits to make a living, 
but such was his nature that all were 
glad to assist him in any way. The Bath 
appointment was secured for him when 
he was living in absolvte penury. On his 
death a collection of his jests was pub- 
lished, and is now quite a curiosity. 

His life as an actor was long a thing 
of derision, and his famous rendering cf 
Hamlet's speech to Laertes in the quarrel 
scene has been handed down: ‘‘I loved 
you ever—but it’s no matter; the dog 
will mew—no, that’s the cat: the cat will 
bark—no, that’s the dog; the dog will 
mew—no, that’s the cat: the cat will— 
no, the dog; the cat, the dog—ah—er — 
it’s something about mewing and barking : 
but, as I hone to be saved. ladies and 
gentlemen, I know nothing more about the 
matter.’’

Curing Warts. 


Chatting to a countryman the other day, 
I was interested to hear that an old man 
in the neighbourhood had just cured him 
of an awkward growth of warts on the chin. 
It appears that a few Sundays ago the 
patient and the wart-charmer went for a 
stroll along a rural jane until they “ just 
happened upon ” a snail. The old man 
held the snail in his hand until it “ began 
to froth at the mouth,’’ This froth was 
applied to the warts, and during the course 
of the application the old man muitered 
some mysterious words. He then walked 
until he came to a whitethorn tree, where 
he impaled the snail on athorn. It seems 
that as the snail disintegrates the warts 
undergo a similar process. Be that as it 
may, my informant assured me that his 
warts vanished after this somewhat un- 
conventional treatment. 


A Broken Siill. 


In the back yard of the barracks in a 
small town in the West of Ireland an in- 
terested visitor was shown a broken still 
that was captured recently by the local 
Guards. Regulations insist that these 
captured stills shall be broken up as soon 
as they are taken back to headquarters, 
and a ma§s of rustv metal was all that 
remained of the vessel in which poteen 
had been distilled. An obliging member 
of the force had a good deal of informa- 
tion to give about the making of poteen, 
though he claimed with justice that this 
form of law-breaking has been put down 
considerably within the past few years. 

An ordinary still can preduce about six 
gallons of poteen, and for this, the Guard 
said, eight shillings a pint will be paid. 
Yeast and treacle are the modern sub- 
stitutes for berley malt, which may be 
bought without a permit in that district. 
so completely has it gone out of fashion 
for the purpose. Blue stone is used occ i- 
sionally, with disastrous effects upon the 
behaviour of the drinkers. 

“Have you ever seen them making 
poteen?’’ the Guard was asked, and in 
his answer he showed up the foolishness 
of the auestion. “I never saw them 
making it,” he seid, “- but I saw it on 
the fire just after they left.” 


Blackberry Jam. 


During a recent motoring tour I noticed 
a number of children standing outside 
cottages sampling the loxury of bread 
liberally covered with fresh!y-made black- 
berry jam. Unfortunately, Lrishwomen do 
not make large quantities of this whole- 
some jam. I understand they find it an 
uneconomic form of jam, because as soon 
as it is made it is consumed by the children 
and the menfolk. 

Incidentally, I notice that blackberry 
jam is conspicuous bv its absence in Irish 
country hoteis. In England, however, at 
this season there is plenty of blackberry 


}jam in provincial hotels and restaurants. 


Guests are also treated to such delichtful 
dainties as bramble jelly and blackberry 
pie and blackberry and apple tart. Some 
of our hotel proprietors are, I think, under 
the impression that visitors prefer canned 
neaches or canned apricots to the fresh 
fruits of the countrvside.

Mr. Winston Churchill is a man 
of many parts, not the least of which is 
his gift of oratory, and it is not sur- 
prising to find from the official records of 
the speeches in the Imperial House of 

i Commons during the 
last session of Par- 
liament that he 
easily heads the list 
so far, at least, as 
quantity is con: 
cerned. 

The statistical re- 
cord published in the 
Partliawme n- 
tary Gazette shows 
that Mr. Churchill 
spoke the equivalent 
of 336 columns, his 
nearest rival being 
Mr William Graham, 
the President of the 
3oard of Trade, with 
529 columns.- Sir Philip Cunliffe Lister, 
the Conservative ex-Minister, is. third. 
with 286 columns: Sir Kinesley Wood has 
281 columns, Mr. Lloyd George 258 
columns, and Mr. Snowden 244. Further 
down in the list comes the Prime Minister 
with a modest totel of 122 columna. 

Mr. Churchill has the reputation of 
being one of the most facile speakers of 
his tims, and I note that in his speech 
at Dumbarton last Saturday he delivered 
one sentence which ran into 136 
words. Tt is not easy for sverkers to 
preserve their syntax in such long 
sentences, but Mr. Churchill finds no 
difficulty in this respect.

PORTMARNOCK. 


BURKE BROUGHT TO THE 
26th GREEN.

At the close of the fifth round of the 
Trish Open Amateur Championship at Port- 
marnock last evening, eight competitors re- 
mained, and they will start out on the sixth

It was a wonderful day’s g: lf, with the 
conditions absolutely ideal, iid, strange 
though it may sem, these who remained 
about the home green’ witnessed the most 
thrilling of it, ten of the twenty-four matches 
finishing there or beyond it.

The record tie for an irish championship 
was decided at Dollymount in September, 
1928, when Captain Cecil West. of Grvy- 
stones and Royal Dublin, and John Burke, 
of Lahinch, went to the twenty-seventh hole, 

.where the Dublin- 
{man won. That was 
the first appearance 
in a national’ cham- 
pionship of Burke, 
who had won the 
South of Ireland title 
at Lahinch. Now he 
is making his third 
attempt to gain the 
premier Irish amateur 
honour, and he 
figured ancther 
protracted tie that 
at one time looked 
as if it would set 
-a record for the 
event. It lasted three 
hours and fifty 
minutes. It was in his match with A. W. 
Briscoe, of Castlerea, in the fourth round. 
Briscoe had been playing convineing golf in 
each of his matches, international and cham- 
pionship, but, nevertheless, it was not 
thought that he would survive this one with 
the Irish Close Champion. He, however, rose 
t» the occasion in magnificent style, and 
had established such a commanding lead at 
the half-way stage that really he ought not 
to have lost. Playing the ninth he was five 
up, but he siipped-up there, failing with a 
holeable putt for the half, and so they began 
the inward half with Briscoe four. holes to 
the good. 

Burke had never in any important match 
been in such a predicament, but he did. not 
flinch. He got back hole after hole. and 
completely wiped out his arrears, although 
he was in the serious position of two down 
with onmlv that number to play.

Decreases in the acreage planted are also 
recorded in Great Britain and the Irish Free 
State amounting to 96,200 acres, or 18.5 per 
cent., in England and Wales; to 15,000 acres, ov 
10.5 per cent., in Scotland: and to 16,000 
acres, or 4.5 per cent., in the Irish Free State. 

Uf the total acreage planted in Norther 
Ireland this year 96,049 acres, or over 70 per 
cent., were under varieties immune to lL lack 
scab or wart disease, as compared with 
104,814 acres, or 69 per cent., in 1929. A 
relative increase in the acreage planted with 
immune varieties has occurred every year 
since 1923. ek. 


POPULAR ARRAN VICTORY. 

The principal variety planted in 1930 was 
again Arran Victory, which occupied 49,547 
acres, as compared with 55,249 acres in 1929. 
For the past six years Arran Victory has 
been the most widely-grown variety in 
Northern Ireland, increasing from 11.278 
acres, or 6.9 per cent. of total crop, in 1923; 
to 24,240 acres, or 15.4 per cent., in 1924, and 
to 41,755 acres, or ot per cent., in 1925, 
since when it has occupied over 20 per cent. 
of the potato area. The area (29,586 acres) 
planted with Kerr’s Pink in 1 was 2,500 
acres greater than in 1929, when 27,044 acres 
were returned as being under this crop. Since 
1923, when only 149 acres were planted with 
Kerr's Pink, the variety has increased rapidly 
in popularity. 

Up-to-Date varieties were planted cn 18,526 
acres in 1930, as compared with 24,182 acres 
in 1929; Arran. Chief 9,411 acres, as com- 
pared with 10,930; British Queen, 8,291 acres, 
a slight reduction of 248 acres, as compared 
with 1929. Irish Queen variety, which 
fluctuated violently between the years 1923 to 
1926, has steadily decreased in popularity, 
and is now grown on slightly over 5,000 acres. 

Arran Consul was planted on 4,651 acres, 
Champion 3,661 acres, and Epicures 1,528. A 
decrease of 56 per cent. took place in the area 
planted with Great Scot in 1930 as compared 
with 1929, the variety occupying only 1,348 
acres, as against 35,056. Field Marshal, which 
in 1926 was grown on nly 38 acres, has 
increased steadily in popularity in each 
succeeding year, and is now grown on 1,244 
acres.

Gathered at the foundation of the 
building yesterday were many members of 
ths Legion and others, including the Very 
Rev. J. J. Kennedy, P.P., Enniskerry; the 
Rev. H.C. Alcock, the Rev. Joseph Furlong, 
C.C., Enniskerry; Mr. H. ©. Olley, in charge 
of the Enniskerry ex-Service men; Colonel 
Stodart Walker, Brigadier-General Pack, Mr. 
J. MacSeveney and Mrs. MacSeveney, Vice- 
Chairman, Women’s Branch, Bray; Captain 
A. O'Neill, M.R.C.V.8S.; Mr. and Mrs. A. 
Chatterton, Mr. H. B. Prosser, Sergeant- 
Major Dunne and Sergeant McGrath, repre- 
senting the Bray Branch of the Legion. 


LAYING THE STONE. 

Lord Powerscourt truly and well laid the 
stone, having first put under it a silver coin, 
and then filled in the mortar on all sides 
until the stone was well secured in the 
foundation. The Rev. Mr. Alcock thought 
so well of the job that he afterwards formally 
presented Lord Powerscourt with the trowel. 

Lord Powerscourt said that there was an 
old phrase that was common to them all: 
“ God helped those who helped themselves. 
The ex-Service men all over the world gave 
their all, and in many cases it was 
accepted; but what of those who 
were asked to wait a little longer’ 
They had had a hard fight, and in 
this modern world of rush without counting 
the cost, they had been forgotten or left 
aside, and their creat sacrifice met with the 
mere phrase, ‘‘ Thank you, now we will he 
getting on to the movies.” And that was 
what they had to be content with. In the 
meantime, the heroes of the country have had 
a hard time to get bread, and in no case was 
this more true than in their own country. 
Men climbed to fame by various ladders, but 
who should be more successful than those 
who gamble on all—offer their very lives, 
and, alas, the result in this case was worse 
than if they had made no sacrifice at all. 
Yet there was this to be said—as long as 
their own generation lived their names would 
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not go unhonoured. 

The opportunity was now offered to them 
alt to help those who had helped themselves 
by having begun this ex-Service mgn’s hall. 
The hall was built, in a sense, as a memorial 
of the Legion of the Dead for the use of 
the Legion of the living. They could do 
little to help the former, but let them all 
wish the latter God speed, and hope that 
when the hall was finished it might shelter

BRISTOL, Wednesday. 

The annual meetin of the British 
Association: which has n held at Bristol 
during the past week, was concluded to-day. 
Since last Thursday between three and four 
hundred papers have been read and discussed 
in the thirteen sections. 

“ 1s the standard of living being main- 
tained at the expense of national savings ? ”’ 
This question was raised by Mr. W. 
Hamilton Whyte, a lecturer on economics 
at Bristol University, before the Economic 
Section. 

In spite of ten years’ continuous trade 
depression, with an abnorma! preportion of 
unemployment, Mr. Whyte pointed out, the 
roductivity of the population per head had 
increased, income and real wages per head 
had risen, and the general standard of living 
had been maintained. for those in con- 
tinuous employment the standard of living 
ot the wage-earning group had risen, In 
addition to this rise in wages there had 
been an increase in the scale of socialises 
income, which had chiefly benefited this 
group during the period of depression. 

The expansion of the cinema, wireless, 
motor transport, particularly chars-a-bancs, 
and the extension among ai! classes of the 
use of holiday travel, were a few indications 
of rising standards, though they might Le 
accounted for in part by a diversion ol 
expenditure, such as the lower expenditure 
on drink. 

GREATER EXPENDITURE. 

It was not unreasonable to conclude thai, 
in spite of prolonged depression in trade, the 
scale of expenditure by the wage-earning 
classes generally had not diminished. At 
the same time there was not much evidence 
to show that other sections in the community 
had reduced their expenditure 

In the absence of any substantial increase 
in the national income, the question arose as 
to whether this rise in standard might not 
be partly at the expense of savings. There 
was no evidence that the increase in expen- 
diture had been at the exrense of such tbriff 
agencies as the Post Office trustee savings 
banks and co-operative socivties. 

The decline in national savings 
not to the fall in the naticnal income belov, 
the pre-war level, but to the fact that the 
richer members the cenmrunity a ie 
ceiving a smaller share of that income and 
enjoved fewer opportanities of saving than in 
former days. 

If the nation was living on her capital for 
the purpose of maintaining a standard which 
it could not really afford, her competitive 
position must be weakened. This state of 
affairs could be remedied only by increasing 
production or reducing expenditure, 

Rationalisation in its early stages added to 
the number of unemploved, but ultimately it 
should increase the demand for labour, or at 
least check the decline for that demand. [If 
an all-round fall in retail prices could be 
achieved employment would increase in those 
industries for whose products there was an 
elastic demand. 


HOPE IN RATIONALISATION, 

If it were possible to convince the com 
munity, including the workers, that a lower 
ing in money wages did not imply a fall in 
réal wages, and that by such means uneti- 
ployment would be reduced and a revival in 
trade precipitated, there would be some hope 
of success. 

Great Britain’s extensive 
employment insurance, while 
assistance to the unemploved, 
had rendered labour mobile 
the necessary adjustment enforced 
changes in demand 

““ Our conservative attitude in alw: 
taining that we produced goods of the best 
quality have rendered us slow recognise 
that, even though good in they 
might be no longer the goods wanted. These 
are difficulties which must be faced and over 
come if we are to recover our pre-war posi 
tion and deal satisfactorily with our abnormal 
unemployment.” 

The solution lay in increasing co-operation 
so as to improve the standard of organisation 
and jeadarshin in industry.

IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 


From REUTEMR § CoRRESPON DENT, 
EDMONTON (CANADA), Tuesday. 

Valuable data, which should help to 
clear up the mystery of the fate of the 
expedition under Sir John Franklin, which 
disappeared in the Arctic eighty-three 
years ago, have been discovered by Major 
Burwash, the Canadian Government ex- 
plorer, and his pilot, Gilbert, who have 
rust completed the first aeroplane flight to 
King William Island. 

The pilot reports that they have found 
the sites of two camps On the island, be- 
longing to Sir John Franklin's party, 
whose vessels, Erebus and Terror, were 
last sighted in Baffin Bay in May, 1845. 

The explorer, who was trying to find the 
famous North-West Passage dreamt of by 


seamen for three conturtes, had arranged | 


to return in 1847, and in the next ten 
veafs no fewer than thirty-eight expedl- 
tions-—four at his widow's expense——were 
sent from Britain and America to search 
for the missing men.

DISARMAMENT STEPS 
RETARDED.

From REUTER 83 CORRESPONDENT, 
GENEVA, Wednesday. 

The League Assembly opened here -to- 
day. The earlier proceedings were purely 
formal, but the election of a new Presi- 
dent of the Assembly, which was to take 
place later in the morning, aroused much 
interest. 

Senor Zumeta, the President of the 
Assembly, delivering his opening address, 
said that when one considered ha deep- 
rooted were tee errors that the League of 
Nations was called upon to fight and 
eradicate, one could not but feel gratified 
by what had been done since 1929, © 

It would be idle to ignore the fact that 
there was a certain amount of uneasiness, 
if not anxiety, in various parts of the 
world, but thié feeling was certainly pro- 
ductive of less serious uneasiness than 
might appear at first sight. 

The past yar would certainly rank in 
the League’s aimals as one in which it had 
done most to earn the world’s approval. 


THE NAVAL QUESTION. 

Referring to disarmament, the Pre: 
sident said that while they had not gone 
as far as they would all have wished in 
disarmament, they must remember that 
the States most immediately “concerned 
were asked to settle among themselves the 
naval question, which had retarded pro- 
gress in the Preparatory Commission. 
There was now a basis of agreement to 
set to work again after this Assembly. 

As to the Pact of Paris, the harmonis- 
ing of that Pact with the Covenant of the 
League constituted a fresh proof that the 
nations were gradually nearing unanimity. 
The Assembly would welcome M. Briand’s 
plan for a European Federation, which 
pointed the way towards the complete 
consolidation of European peace andl 
rapprochement. 

THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

M. Titulesco (Rumania) was 
President of the League Assembly. 

He received forty-six votes out of fifty- 
one votes. : 

There are fifty-two States attending this 
Assembly, and. there was one 
spoiled vote. The only members of the 
League which are not represented at this 
vear's Assembly are the Argentine and 
Honduras. 

The election of a new Dresident. follow- 
ing the usual course, was by secret ballot, 
the delegate of each country ascending 
the platform and placing his voting pape) 
in the ballot box as the name of his 
country was called. 

The delegates were seated according to 
the strict alphabetical order of the names 
of their countries, and thus General 
Hertzog (Afrique Sud) was the first dele- 
gate called apon to vote. 

COUNTESS AS CHAIRMAN OF A 

COMMITTEE. : 

At the. afternoon sitting the Assembl: 
elected the chairmen of its six com- 
mittees. Sir Robert Borden (Canada) 
was elected to the chair of the Sixth Com- 
mittee. dcaling with political questions. 

The Countess Apponyi (Hungary) was 
elected chairman of the Committee on 
Social and Humanitarian Questions: This 
is the first time that a woman has been 
appointed to preside over a committee. 

The Assembly next elected its six Vicé- 
Presidents, Mr. Henderson (Britain) 
heading the. poll with forty-seven votes 
out of fifty voting. Among others elected 
were Mr. Matsudari, Japanese Ambas- 
sador in London, M. Briand and Dr. 
Curtius. 

The Assembly thereupon adjourned till 
to-morrow at 10.30, when the debate will 
commence on the report of the Secretary- 
General of the League of Nations. Sir 
Nobert Borden will be the first speaker, 
and will be followed by M. Briand. Mr. 
Hendersor will speak in the afternoon. 

GENERAL HERTZOG IMPRESSED. 

Interviewed at the conclusion of the first 
dav’s proceedings, General Hertzog, the 
Prime Minister of South Africa, said that 
he had been profoundly impressed by what 
he had seen. The intercourse between the 
representatives of so many nations from 
the ends of the earth could not fail to have 
sood efíects on the world situation.

DH, SHIELS TO VISIT THE 

COUNTRY, 

REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Wednesday. 

Dr. Shiels, Parliamentary . Under- 
Secretary for the Colonies, who has visited 
Geneva .in order to be present at the 
League discussion on Palestine, left this 
evening on his return to London. Dr. 
Shiels will leave England on September 19 
to visit Palestine in order to study local 
conditions on the spot. 

He hopes during his visit to have an 
opportunity of meeting and talking with 
representatives of the different sections of 
the population. While in Palestine he will 
be the guest of the High Commissioner, Sir 
John Chancellor. 

It is gathered that both the British 
Government and the Palestine Administra- 
tion are anxious that the recurring 
criticisms froin both sections in Palestine 
as to the methods of carrying out the 
Mandate should be removed. While the 
difficulties are fully recognised, it is 
believed that, in the light of Sir John 
Ilope Simpson's report, and the informa- 
tion which the Under-Secretary for the 
Colonies may acquire during his tour, it 
may be possible to work out some policy 
which will result in the establishment of 
more harmonious relations between the two 
sections of the population ‘than has 
hitherto beén the case. 

THE AIR CLEARED. 

The fact that the Palestine discussion 
at the League Council passed off without 
any of the excitement which had been 
predicted in some quarters has caused 
much satisfaction in British circles, The 
report of the Mandates Commission, the 
British Government’s reply, and the 
Council g: discussions are regarded’ as 
sagt to some extent cleared the air, and 
in well-informed circles there now appears 
to be a more hopeful fecling in regard to 
the position in Palestine. 

On his return journey Dr. Shiels will 
visit Cyprus, where certain difficulties of 
a racial character have also presented 
themselves.

Alexander Stephen and 
Sons, Ltd., and the Fairfield Shipbuilding 
and Engineering Company will be inter- 
viewed by me and other delegates during 
the next few days. 


COAL-CUTTERS.

SHOPS AND BUILDINGS 
DAMAGED BY FLOODS. 


Remarkable scenes were winessed in Glas- 
gow last night when a severe thunderstorm 
broke over the city. Vivid flashes of light- 
ning, followed by terrific peals of thunder, 
shook buildings, and drove young women 
into shop doors and tenement buildings for 
shelter. The storm occurred just when the 
business community was leaving the city for 
the day. Rain fell in sheets, and the streets 
hecame flooded, the water rising in-the shops. 
Goods and material were destroyed, as the 
rain penetrated the basements, where the 
stocks were stored. 


WATER IN PUBLICHOUSE. 


Considerable damage was also done to 
buildings in the city. While a number of 
men were sheltering in the bar of a public- 
house during the height of the storm part of 
a rain water pipe fell through the roof of the 
building on to the counter. Immediately 
afterwards rain came streaming through the 
hole, and flooded the men out of the shop. 
The police state that thousands of pounds 
worth of damage has heen caused to shops 
ahd houses by the thunderstorm. In the 
centre of the city shop girls and office girls 
had to wade knee deep through the water.

Since the, League 
came into being three services have been 
estabiished—the League Secretariat, the 
International Labour Office and the 
Registry of the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice. As the activities of the 
League have increased these services have 
grown: both -in-numbers and in importance: 
They are purely administrative. “They do 
not initiate or control: policy, but in 
practice their influence is very great, and 
must, in the nature of things, become 
greater as the League become greater or 
becomes more complicated. The principal 
officers of the Secretariat, in particular, 
are entrusted with verv responsible 
functions, and the success of failure of the 
League depends very largely on their 
judgment and tact. 

In theory the three bodies form an inter- 
national bureaucracy, which cultivates an 
international mind, serenely exalted above 
all national prejudices, partialities and 
prepossessions. But this international 
mind is not always easy to cultivate,*and 
even an official who has succeeded im 
shedding every trace of preference for his 
own countrymen and his own country’s 
way of looking at things is not always able 
to convince the rest of the world that he 
really has done so. How this new bureau- 
cracy should be recruited and organised 
has been the subject of intermittent debate 
during the past two years. Last year the 
Assembly, after much. discussion, referred 
it to a committee, whose report, or rather 
reports, will come before it this session, 
and it will have, moreover, to take. into 
cohsideration a very outspoken memor- 
andum which the Italian Government has 
communicated to the Secretary-General 
and to the Government's of all the States 
members of the League. 


THE TWO REPORTS. 

The majority report accepts, though it 
fails to apply consistently, the , principle 
that no account should be taken of 
nationality in appointments to the League 
The minority report, and more 
emphafically the Italian’ memorandum 
reject that principle and urge that steps 
should be taken to s@cure among the 
different nationalities a fair distribution 
of the posts at the disposal of the League. 
It is on this very qaestion of the distribu- 
tion of posts that the gieatest eimphasis 
is laid by the Italian memorandum. That 
memorandum brings forward a great array 
of figures to show that Great Britain and

4 France are represented by an unduly large 


proportion of officials, especially in the 
higher grade. It supports the rotation 
system suggested in the minority report 
as enabling a creater number of nationali- 
ties to be represented in the service, and 
it complains that “ it is impossible to see 
how equitable openings can be reserved in 
the future to representatives of member 
States if the principles supported by the 
majority with regard to the system of 
recruiting for and promotion in the service 
are applied.” But surely the main point to 
he considered is the efficiency of the service 
itself. Other things being equal, the more 
nationalities represented the better, and 
the more equally the important posts are 
distributed the more likely is  interna- 
tional impartiality to be recognised. But 
it wonld be disastrous to make a fetish of 
nationality, and as our correspondent re- 
minds us, it would be contrary te that very 
spirit of internationalism for which the 
Leacue stands. : 

There would be little chance of buildin, 
up an effective international service if in 
admitting recruits and making promotions 
those responsible had to consider; not 
which of the candidates had the _ best 
qualifications, but which helonged to the 
nationality with most claims to the post: 
and the admission that nationality should 
be anything more than a very secondary 
determining factor in the making of ap- 
pointments, far from appeasing national 
discontents, would tend to inflame them.

“The matter of the detention of Irish 
cattle landed in Great Britain is one entirely 
outside the province of the Ministry,’’ wrote 
Mr. H. 8. Murray, Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, in reply to 
a letter which the Irish Live Stock Ex- 
porters’ and Traders’ Association send to 
that department, calling attention to the 
losses incurred, 

He did not see what purpose would be 
served by the Minister 's receiving a deputa- 
tion, as the Association suggested. However, 
he wrote, if the representatives of the Asso- 
ciation desired to see Mr. Hogan personally, 
after discussion with officials of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which Mr. McGilligan 
understood was being arranged for, he-would 
endeavour to be present with Mr. Hogan, 
and assist in any way open to him. 

“NO DESIRE TO HELP.” 

The Department's letter was before the 
Committee of the Association in the offices in 
Upper Sackville street, Dublin, last night, 
when it came in for much criticism, 

Mr. Crowley said that they should not have 
to look to Geneva for redress in this matter.

PROHIBITION. 


GOVERNOR ROOSEVELT 
JOINS THE “ WETS.” 
From Revter’s ConnREsPoNpDENT. 
ALBANY, NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Governor Roosevelt championed the

AUSTRALIAN FINANCE. 
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DISAPPOINTING RETURNS. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SYDNEY, Wednesday. 

For the last two months the Common- 
wealth revenue has amounted to 
£9,202,000, while the expenditure in the 
same period has been £11,461,000. It is 
pointed out, however, in explanation of 
this excess of expenditure over rece) pts, 
that little land t:x vr income tax has 
vet been paid. The Customs, Excise and 
post office receipts have fallen £1,840.000 
below the estimates. 

In New South Wales the revenue for 
the last two months has amounted to 
£5,559,000, a decrease of £1,196.000 com- 
pared with the esponding period last 
year, and the expenditure to £7,903.000. a 
decrease of £564,000. Of the decreased 
revenue, the State railways are responsible 
for a falling off of £863,000, and the 
tramways for £127,000. 

In Queensland the revenue amounted in 
the period under review to £1,920.000. a 
decrease of £84,000, while the expenditure 
has increased by the sum of £93,000 to 
£2,139,000

If I have done 
anything to restore the Ashes—well, I am 
extremely grateful.’’ 

A GREAT TEAM. 

Lord Hawke said— '' I want to congratu- 
late you very much for being a great team. 
You have won the Ashes. I am not crying 
about that. I am not going to say why we 
lost, but I will say this: I know you won 
because you were the better side.’’ 

Referring particularly to Bradman and 
Grimmett, Lord Hawke said—‘‘ Mr. Brad- 
man has come to this country and robbed 
our Yorkshiremen of ‘record’ after 
‘record.’ We do not mind that. He is a 
wonderful and brilliant player, and at the 
end of a series of five Test matches had an 
average of 159. I do not believe he has 
played his finest innings yet. He is only 
young. Mr. Hobbs, talking on the tele- 
pas the other night, was asked which 

e thought the finest innings in Test 
cricket, and I agreed with him when he 
said Macartney'’s, when he got 124 before 
lunch at Leeds. Mr. Bradman will prosper 
rey go on to play just as fine an innings as 
that.’’ 

NO BETTER QUARTETTE. 

Lord Hawke congratulated Grimmett on 
having got 29 wickets in the Test matches, 
and proceeded—‘‘ We have heard a nasty 
rumour that four of this splendid 
team are thinking of  retiring— 
Woodfull, Ponsford, Grimmett and 
Oldfield. I hope it is _ baseless. 
There is no better quartette. We have 
never had a finer skipper in this country 
than Woodfull. I hope these retirements 
will not take place, and that the younger 
players will go on and get more experi- 
ence. Then I know that England for a 
long time will be up against it, but we 
shall try. A little boy said to me the 
other day: ‘‘ For the next twenty-five 
years English bowlers have to try and get 
Mr. Bradman out.” 

‘I have never met a more charming 
set of men, who play the game right up 
to the hilt, both on and off the field.”’ 

Lord Hawke added that the team 
captained by Mr. Wyatt. whom the 
Australians are now playing at Scar- 
borough, was “ out to cet their bloed.”’ 

‘A SIXTH TEST MATCH.” 

Mr. W. L. Kelly, manager of the Aus- 
tralian team, said: “ Quite candidly I did 
not like this match.

after a series of Test matches, it is a very 
difficult proposition to tackle a side like 
that which has been put in the field.”

AMERICAN CLIMBER'S 
ACHIEVEMENT.

The well-known American climber, Mr. | 


M. Brien, of Boston, has just made a re 
markable ascent of the Finster-Aarhorn 
(14,026 feet), the highest peak in the 
Bernese Oberland. 

Starting from the Strahlegg hut with 
two young gyides, Adolf and W. Rubi, Mr. 
Brien reached the north-east base of the 
mountain in four hours. The party then 
scaled the three thousand feet precipice of 
the Finster-Aahorn in thirteen hours ot 
most daring and perilous climbing. 

The scaling of this wall of rock is an 
almost impossible feat, and has only been 
accomplished twice previously in the 
history of Alpine .climbing—once by 
Amatter in 1904 and by Finn and 
Bruederlein in 1906. The last-named party 
had the narrowest escape from death, 
being held up on the steep cliffs for sixty 
hours.

The alleged action of three employés of a 
ccmpany in taking a motor fishing boat, 
together with gear, from Letterfrack, Conne- 
mara, to Falmouth, had a sequel at the 
Letterfrack District Court, when Superinten- 
dent Collins, Clifden, charged Stanley Winni- 
combe, of Fairview, Flushing, Falmouth; Ted 
Rashley, of Ruse’s Yard, Falmouth, and 
Allen Coombes Gerrard, of Falmouth, with 
the alleged larceny between July 25 and 
August 19 last of the motor fishing boat 
Rex, twenty-four herring nets, five trawling 
nets, three large coils of rope, two foresails, 
and other property’ belonging to the West of 
lreiand Fisheries Co. 

Gerrard was also charged with the larceny 
between July 15 and August 19 of a Ford 
motor lorry, and with an alleged attempt to 
defraud by obtaining the sum of £2 10s. from 
Edward Durmont at Roundstone on August 
21st by falsely pretending that he was autho- 
rised to sell a lobster tank, the property of 
the West of: Ireland Fisheries, Ltd. 

FOREMAN'S EVIDENCE, 

Peter Connolly stated that he was the 
general foreman and caretaker for the com- 
pany at Dawrosbeg, where the company had 
boats and fisheries. Gerrard was employed 
in the company’s work, sometimes fishing and 
at other times driving lorries and cars. 
Winnicombe was employed as a fisherman, 
and Rashley was first employed as a lobster 
pot maker and later as fisherman. On August 
18th the three accused men took the Rex 
from Dawrosbeg, and the boat had not since 
returned. About six weeks ago he saw 
Gerrard taking a typewriter from the com- 
any s office. The witness made a report to 
ir. John Pickles, of London, who signs him- 
self the managing director of the company. 

SALE TO HOTEL KEEPER. 

John Coyne, hotel keeper, of Cleggan, 
stated that Gerrard and Winnicombe stayed 
at his house on August 16. Gerrard sold him 
a Ford: motor lorry for £15. There were 
about £12 due torshim by Gerrard, and the 
witness gave him £2, and he sent £2 to Eng- 
land for Rashley’s wife. He heard Gerrard 
say that they could not live on the wind. 

A witness from Roundstone identified a 
typewriter as one that he bought from 
Gerrard for £2. 

THE LOBSTER TANK, 

Edward Dumont, of Cleggan. stated that he 
bought a lobster tank which is kept at Innis. 
boffin from Gerrard for £2 10s . but had not 
got delivery. 

THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. MacDermott, solicitor, Galway, for the 
accused, submitted that the charges were 
not substantiated. Connolly had not proved 
ownership of any article. The man at whose 
instigation these charges were laid was Mr. 
Pickles, and he had not come into court to 
substantiate the charges. By resolution of 
the directors on July 11, Mr. Gerrard was 
appointed manager of the company for Ire- 
land, and Mr. Gerrard himself had been 
written to by the company, appointing him 
to the position. For some time after coming 
to Ireland Mr. had been paid by 
the company’s solicitor, but Mr. Pickles dis- 
missed the solicitor, and since that time these 
men had not received any salary.

_ TRIBUTE BY HOBBS. 


. 


Major G. Aubrey Faulkner, the noted South 
African cricketer, was found dead yesterday 
in his office at the Faulkner School of 
Cricket, Ltd., Farm lane, London, S.W.6. 
Death is believed to have been due to gas 
poisoning. 

An official of the school said that Mr. R. 
P. McKenzie, the secretary of the school, 
found Major Faulkner dead in his room 
shortly after 9 am. Mrs. Faulkner was 
immediately informed of her husband s death 

Her husband had been connected with the 
school for some six years, and the premises, 
besides being a coaching school, also were 
used for the manufacture of cricket bats. 

‘‘Many famous cricketers have been here 
from time to time,” the official said, ‘the 
last one to call, I think, being D. R. Jardine, 
the Surrey man. At the beginning of this 
season there were many pupils at the school, 
and six or seven nets were going strong all 
day long. Towards the end of the season, 
however, there were only a few pupils being 
coached.’’ 

AN ALL-ROUND CRICKETER, 

Major Faulkner was born in the Transvaal! 
on December 17, 1881. He had few superiors 
as an all-round cricketer in representative 
cricket, and was one of the earliest exponenis 
of the “googly’’ ball. He played for South 
Africa in twenty-five Test matches, but one 
of his greatest achievements in K&igland was 
when, in 1921 playing for an England XI. 
against a hitherto sá é rac Australian side he 
was largely responsible for winning the match 
with a brilhantly hit 153. One of his best 
seasons in England was in 1907. In the series 
of Test matches between England and South 
Africa that summer he took twelve wickets 
at a cost of under 19 runs apiece. 

At the end of his playing career he gained 
almost equa! distinction as a coach, and few 
men have been in greater demand in this 
respect, both by counties and private in- 
dividuals. Major Faulkner’s voice was wéll- 
known to wireless listeners for his broad- 
cast criticisms of the last Test match 
Recently he, with Jack Hobbs, broadcast: a 
general discussion on cricketers and cricket. 

A ‘RECORD’ RECALLED. 

When Jack Hobbs heard the news on the 
Scarborough ground it came as a gteat shock. 
He said—‘'He was a delightful personality, 
and a splendid cricketer. In 1909, when I 
first went to Africa, he was, in my judgment, 
one of the best all-rounders in the world, 
and when he went to Australia. in 1910 he 
created what was a “record” up to that 
time, for the number of runs he scored.”’

It was the guietest Wednesday morning at 
the Doncaster Sales that one can remember 
for many “ye The morning s sales realised 
only 15,175 guineas, against 39,060 guineas 
last year. 00 serious a view, however, 
should not be taken of this drop. Substantial 
though it be, for formerly the contingent 
from the late Sir John Robinson's Works 
Manor stud might have realised this áine, 
These vearlings used to be a feature oí this 
particular session. 

Bidding soon got into its stride, and the 
fourth Jot from Mr. L. Christie’s batch, 
a filly by Swynford, cut of Queen of the 
‘Hunt, was quickly run up, and Captain 
Tanner ayia on longest to secure at 600 
guineas. It is understood the filly goes to 
France. 

The bateh sent up from the Manor House 
and Spigot Lodge studs did not go very 
well, and severa! lots were passed out with- 
out a sale. <A rather nice-looking filly by 
Arcade, out of Not Far went reasonably to 
the British Bloodstock Agency for 430 
guineas, but a rather shallow Diophon colt, 
out of Midnight Folly, was passed out at 
320 guineas. The last of the batch to be 
sent in was a taking colt by Friar Marcus 
from Black Mount, dam of Crescendo, and 
Mr. Rush took him for 410 guineas. 

The first. from the Theakstone Hall stud 
failed to find a buyer, but the bay colt by 
Bold Archer, out of Bold Waac, was secured 
by R. Armstrong, the Middleham trainer. at 
700 guineas.

IRISH LOTS SELL WELL. 
The first of the Templeogue Stud batch was 
a handsome filly by Blandford from Miss 
Brian Boru named Freda W.. which went to 
Mr. Harcourt Johnstone for 860 guineas, The 
next was Emma, a shapely Gainsboroug h filly 
from Miss Tut Tut, whom Mr. A. Bonsor 
tock for 540 guineas. The batch was selling 
well, and Templewood, a colt Ly Papyrus 
from Miss Wadlewotd. was run up quickly 
before going to Basil Jarvis for 870 euineas. 
Douglas Pickering then took a fancy to Hurry 
Brian, a fine-looking Hurry On colt out of 
Miss Brian, and he stayed en to 1,000 guineas 
to secure. 
The only one of the Burntwood Stud to 
cause any interest was a filly by Tetrameta 
out of The Ostrich, for whom Mr. F. Ennis 
paid 400 gu'‘neas. Bidding teok a livelier 
turn when a colt by Diligence from Darrel, 
sent up by General Sir Bruce Hamilton, was 
put in the ring.

GOOD-QUALITY CATTLE. 
a i 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
GALWAY, Wednesday. 

Mr. Hugh Bradley, Secretary, Free State 
Department of Lands and Fisheries, at a 
meeting of the Connemara Pony Breeders’ 
Society, which was held in Oughterard at 
the conclusion of the Society's seventh 
annual show to-day, said that he was en- 
ge to express the appreciation of the 
Minister for Lands and Figheries for the 
work they were carrying on by his attend- 
ance. The Society was doing extremely well, 
and at a reasonable ‘cost, work which his 
department wanted to be done. The work 
that they were doing now would, he be- 
heved, be more important in the future, be- 
cause they were maintaining the right type 
of -w or that particular area. 

e was glad to see that they also were 
paying attention to home industries ana 
vegetables. In this. connection. he thought 
that the more Ie vegetables were. intro- 
duced into the diet of Connemara, the better 
for Connemara. — 

 OVER 500 ENTRIES. . 

_ The entries to-day totalled over 500, and 
it was interesting to note the degree of 
uniformity’ which has been introduced among 
Connemara ponies as a result of this Society's 
exertions to prevent the ‘breed from dyin 
out. It now: has been decided, instead of 
giving . subsidies to farmers for keeping 
typical foals, that the Society shall itself 
purchase such foals and ‘keep them on land 
acquired for the purpose, thus ensuring their 
retention in Connemara until they can be 
used for breeding purposes. - ' 

The cattle and other sections filled well, 
and brought out keen competition, credit 
for the general arrangement being due to the 
Secretary, Mr. B. O'Sallivan. The fine 
weather was against, a large attendance, as 
the harvest is unfinished. i 

In welcoming Mr. Bradley to the show, 
Mr. J. C. Kerin said that they had not so 
many exhibits as in other years; that was 
due to the fact that they were not in a pony 
centre, some shown having been brought 
thirty miles by road. The exhibit of looms 
at work showed that the people were bring- 
ing out something of value, and he was glad 
to see that the Minister for Fisheries was 
taking an interest in. securing them a ‘market. 
That was a step in the right direction. 

UNSUITABLE HOUSING. 

Mr. Cotter, who judged the small: farms 
prize competition, said that he was impressed 
with the industry and energy of the people 
under very difficult conditions. The people 
were progressive, their chief drawback being 
unsuitable housing. 

Mr. Hickey, the judge of cattle and sheep, 
said that they were far ahead of anything 
that he expected. In the majority of cases 
the excellent young stock were by subsidised 
bulls, sent into the district by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Mr. M. McDonagh, T.D., said that he was 
glad to see something of the Society s activi- 
ties. It struck him that there was hope for 
that part of the country, especially now 
that a housing scheme was being put into 
operation. All over County Galway he had 
noticed the great improvement which had 
been effected’ by the Live Stock Breeding 
Act. 

Mr. Joseph Mongan, T.D., who presided 
at the meeting, conveyed a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Bradley. 

There were 200 ponies.entered, the number 
in the registered classes being about the 
same as last vear; but, as usual when the 
show is held at one centre for two years in 
succession, the entry of unregistered ponies 
was smaller. The qualitv, on the whole, was 
satisfactory, and indicated that the Conne- 
mara Pony Society is doing useful work in 
its efforts to revive and maintain this hardy 
type of pony. A wagon load of registered 
pony foals was purchased at the show, some 
vearlings, and also two-year-olds, one yearling 
realising £15, although it did not win a 
prize; but, As Mr. Kerins, who judged, re- 
marked, this did not prevent it from being 
a good pony.

IMPORTED CLOTHING. 


‘APPEAL AGAINST CUSTOMS “ 
; FINE. 

In the High Court, Dublin, yesterday, 
before Mr. Justice” Johnston, sitting as 
Vaeation Judge, 

Mr. Joseph McCarthy (instructed by Mr. 
Arthur Juhan) applied er parte for a con- 
ditional order to set aside an órder made last 
month by Mr. P. O'Sullivan, D.J., in the Cork 
District Court imposing a mitigated 
of £25 on Mr. Leonard W. Clarke, of Cork, 
on the hearing of a summons in which he was 
charged with having imported goods, consist> 
ing of articles of wearing apparel, of the value 
of £8, into Rosslare from England witheut 
having paid the duty upon them. 


Counsel said that the Revenue authorities - 


sought to have a penalty of £100 imposed on 
the defendant. The District Justice held that 
a case of illegal importation had been proved, 
and recorded the mitigated fine of £25. The 
goods in question, it was stated, consisted of 
a lady’s cardigan jacket, a shirt and other 
articles, which. had been purchased by Mr. 
and Mrs. Clarke in London last May. 

The grounds of the application. said counsel, 
were. that the order of the Court below was 
bad, and that no conviction had been shown In 
it under Section 186 of the Customs Con- 
solidation Act, 1876, under which the char 
The Revenue officers held the 
articles still. | 

Mr. Justice Johnston said ‘that the applica- 
tion raised a lot of interesting questions, and 
directed that notice should be served on the 
Attorney-General, so that he might be repre 
sented at the next hearing of the case.

Kennedy), for the defendant, opposed the ap- 
plication, alleging that there was no obstruc- 
tion, to light or air. The board would be 
taken down on Monday next. 

The Judge adjourned the hearing of the 
application until next term, the defendant 
undertaking to have the alleged obstruction 
removed on or before the 15th inst.
